"The way a humming bird mother 
would alight on her nest was a marvel to 
me. She always stopped on the dead 
twig of a maple before dropping to her 
home.

She came at a nest like a meteoric 
streak, I held my breath lest the whole 
thing be splintered to atoms, for she 
hit the little cup without the slightest 
pause that I could see.

"When the nestlings were very young, 
the mother never left them alone long 
at a time. If the day was warm, if the 
Bun shone on the nest, the mother hov- 
ered over with wings and tail spread 
wide. When it was hottest, I have seen 
the mother sit forward on the neat edge 
spread her tail till she showed the white 
tips of her feathers, and keep up 
constant quivering, fanning motion 
with her wings and tail to give protec- 
tion to the frail midgets in the nest. 



CENTENARIAN IS A TEACHER 



at Age of One Hun- 
dred Is Still Enlightening 
Britishers in Music. 



Manuel Garcia, one of the most re 
markable men in the world, has re 
cently sat for his portrait to John S 
Sargent. Garcia is a Spanish singer 
who visited the United States in 1825 
with an opera company, and sang in 
various parts of the country. The fa- 
mous singer, Madame Mali bran, was 
his sister. He returned to Europe and 
taught Jenny Lind in Paris, and for 
the past 50 years or thereabouts has 
been a music teacher in London. He 
was 100 years old on March 17 and is 
still teaching. He was a professor of 
music in the British Royal Academy of 
Music until he was 90, when he retired 
to receive pupils privately. It is be- 
lieved that the portrait which Sargent 
has painted is the only one of a cen- 
tenarian in existence, and Garcia him- 
self is probably the only person who 
ever taught singing in his hundredth 
year. 



A Soapy Lake. 
Some interesting items may at times 
be unearthed from the consular reports. 
For example, there is a description of 
a soapy lake in the annual statement 
of the trade and commerce of Nicara- 
gua. This sheet of water, the Lake of 
Nejapa, contains a strong solution of 
bicarbonate of potash, bicarbonate of 
soda and sulphate of magnesia. "This 
water, when rubbed on any greasy ob- 
ject, at once forms a lather." The re- 
port says it is used as a hair wash, and 
enjoys a local reputation as a cure for 
external and internal complaints. The 
Nicaraguans are not conspicuous for 
commercial enterprise, but 
year they managed to 
demijohns" of this wonderful water to 
the neighboring Guatemala. 



In California there grows a plant 
called the rattlensnake weed. It gets 
its name from the story that when rat 
tlesnakes fight and bite each other, this 
weed, if eaten by them, will prevent 
death. The plant grows about six 
inches tall, and has a red stalk and 
slender leaves. On the top of the stalk 
there is a head of flowers, and the 
seeds of these flowers are furnished 
with sharp barbs, called stickers. The 
early settlers always made their herds- 
men carry a bottle of strong tea made 
of rattlesnake weed, and when one of 
the sheep was bitten it was drenched 
with this fluid. The treatment was 
said to be effective.

CHINA A POULTRY COUNTRY 



Farmers of the Orient Handle Enor- 
mous Consignments of 
at One Time. 



The keenest of poultry farmers is, as 
Mr. Chamberlain once said of himself 
in another connection, "a child in these 
matters" as compared with the poul- 
try farmers of China. A traveler pass- 
ing through the province of Chekiang 
a few weeks ago was struck with the 
enormous number of young chickens 
carried in the farmers' carts he met in 
the T'int'al country. He made inquiries 
on the subject, and at length he was 
asked by a poultry farmer to go and 
Inspect his rearing arrangements. Tin- 
plant deals with 10.000 eggs at a time 
and the average product is 5,606 chicks. 
The arrangements are simple and in 
expensive, but they include opportuni- 
ties for the scientific examination of 
the eggs in the course of incubation 
and it is amusing to hear that where 
the eggs on examination tnrough th» 
testing holes do not show signs of fer- 
tilization at the end of the fourth day. 
"they are immediately discarded to be 
sold cheap." 



FISH BANK IS INTERESTING 



Discovered Four Hundred Years Ago 
by Cabot. St. John's Is Base of 
World Industry. 

St. John's is a place teeming with 
interest. It is over 400 years old. hav- 
ing been discovered by Cabot in 1497 
and settled by Devon tisherfolk a few- 
years later, since when it has been al- 
ways the base for the world's greatest 
fishing industry, that for "cod on the 
bank," says P. T. McGrath. in Four- 
Track News. In its harbor will be 
found argosies from France, Spain, 
Portugal, New England and Nova Sco- 
tia, all engaged in reaping the harvest 
from the ocean, while the British in- 
dustry was permanently transferred 
there as the colony, the oldest in the 
empire, became settled. Along the 
water front, on each side of the spa- 
cious land-locked harbor, which opens 
through a gap in the beetling cliffs, 
are stores and warehouses filled with 
cod. while at every wharf steamers and 
sailors are loading this staple com- 
modity for transport to the markets 
of the world.

Arrangement by Which the Water 
Supply Is Kept Free from Dirt and 
Cistern More Easily Cleaned. 

1 have had a cistern like the one shown 
In the cut for 14 years and have always 
had an unfailing 
supply of good wa 
ter. It gives ad 
vantages over the 
single form of cis- 
tern. The smaller, 
or receiving cistern, 
shown at right ol 
cut. takes the water 
from the roof 
spouts, where It re- 
mains until sedi- 
ment has settled to 
the bottom. The water may be then 
turned into the larger, or main cistern, 
by opening valve in connecting pipe, 
c. by the rod. d. The end of this pipe. a. 
Is placed about one foot from the bot- 
tom of the receiving cistern, to prevent 
drawing the sediment into the larger 
one. The check, c. may be any good 
gate valve to which the rod. d, is at- 
tached for opening and closing. 

1 find it much easier to clean a small 
cistern six feet deep than a large one. 
says a writer in Farm and Home. This 
small one may be emptied into the 
main cistern at any time and cleaned, 
even when the storage cistern is half 
full. 

To prevent possibility of checking or 
cracking in the cement, allowing leaks 
In the side of either cistern where con- 
necting pipe goes through, walls should 
be reinforced, as shown, with cement 
on the inside. The small cistern can be 
placed at any reasonable distance from 
the main cistern. With this arrange- 
ment it is not necessary to allow the 
roof first to wash off before turning in 
the water, thus losing what is often the 
greater part of the rainfall.

INDIGESTION'S 



Stronger Than Steel. 
A new metal alloy, "radium arginte- 
ferum," has been discovered by two 
Tuscan engineers. It is composed of 
opper, iron and small quantities of 
jilver, radium and phosphorus. It is 
claimed to be of greater strength than 
stesl, to be a better conductor than 
copper, to be nonoxidizable and cheap 
to manufacture, IU ccst being about 
one-tenth that of bronze when made in 
large quantities. Its discovery is par- 
ticularly interesting inasmuch as it 
was largely an accident. After spend- 
ing nearly $20,000 in experiments, one 
of the inventors happened to throw a 
two shilling piece into the crucible. 
The coin supplied the ingredients need- 
ed to the proper fusion of the particles 
and the alloy resulted.

HOW CROPSJVERE DOUBLED 

Beport of Consul Frank W. Mahin of 
What Was Accomplished on 
Poor English Land. 

Consul Frank W. Mahin. of Notting- 
ham, England, makes the following re- 
port on experiments recently made in 
England, showing what liberal fertiliz- 
ing will do with naturally poor land in 
the way of increasing yields: 

"Experiments carried out during the 
past season in this country demonstrate 
what liberal fertilizing may do with 
i aturally poor clay land. In one case 
a mangold field was divided into five 
plats, one of which was left unmanured 
for comparison, while the others re- 
ceived 48 pounds per acre of superphos- 
phate, with and without nitrogenous 
manure. The unmanured plat gave 12% 
tons of roots per acre. Superphosphate 
alone raised this yield to 20V4 tons; 
superphosphate and 224 pounds of 
nitrate of soda per acre raised the yield 
to 27Vi tons; superphosphate and 448 
pounds of nitrate raised it to 34 tons, 
and superphosphate and C72 pounds of 
nitrate raised it to 39 tons. 

"The respective increases due to ma- 
nuring on the four fertilized plats were, 
therefore, in round figures, 7, 14, 21 and 
2G tons per acre, and, if the cost of the 
fertilizers be taken into account, the 
average cost of the increase in roots 
was less than 73 cents per ton — consid- 
ered a very cheap price to pay for man- 
golds in a season not especially favor- 
able to their growth. The board of 
agriculture estimates the mangold crop 
of the country for 1904 at 18% tons per 
acre. The yield of the best plat referred 
to. 39 tons per acre, was therefore double 
the average. 

"An experimental oat crop followed a 
crop of roots. Without manure the yield 
was 27 bushels of oats and 1,904 pounds 
of straw per acre. With 336 pounds of 
superphosphate per acre the yield waa 
34 bushels of oats and 2,350 pounds of 
straw, and with superphosphate and 112 
pounds of nitrate of soda per acre 41 
bushels of oats and 2,688 pounds of 
Straw; while superphosphate with 224 
pounds of nitrate, applied in two dress- 
ings, gave 47 bushels of oat* and 3,136 
pounds of straw. In each case the in- 
crease in grain and straw 1b taken as 
worth, roughly, twice the cost of the 
fertilizers employed in producing it. 

"The board of agriculture's estimates 
of a normal oat cron Indicate that .the

UNEARTHING OIL IN KANSAS 

Farmer Made First Discovery, But 
Lacked Means to Put Ideas 
to Profit. 

The first discovery of oil in Kansas 
was made by a farmer in Johnson coun- 
ty who lived near the old Santa Fe 
trail and found oil in a well on his 
farm and sold it to the freighters for 
wagon grease. The early settlers 
learned from the Indians these oil 
wells existed in different parts of the 
state, but little attention was given 
them. It required the financial re- 
muneration from the Pennsylvania 
field to stir the pioneer elements to ac- 
tion in the undeveloped districts and 
to bring to the Kansas field men of 
capital and experience who would not 
be discouraged by a few dry holes 
General attention was attracted to the 
Kansas field in 1873, when the Acres 
well was drilled at Iola, where enough 
gas was found to make it a commercial 
quantity and show that it existed in 
sufficient volume for fuel and lighting 
purposes. Prospecting was rapid all 
over the southeastern part of the state, 
with the result that In 1890 many 
towns were supplied wholly or in part 
with heat and light for domestic use.
